EXPOSING A MEDIUM. 


An Irconsiderate Person Breaks Up 
a seance with a Squirt-Guu. 
Dr. L.S. Forbes Winslow in London Standard. 


My sttertion having becu drawn toa new 
light ip the spirit world, a certain Mr. Bas- 
tian, Who hus recently arrived in our coun- 
trv, and was astonishing the cr duilous be- 
lievers in Spiritualism, I determined to at- 
tend one of his seances, with the viewo 
gratif\i:r ¢ my curiosity by having a few mo- 
ments’ conversation with *‘departed spirits.’ 
The result of my inquiries may, doubtless, 
inserest some of your readers, especially as a 
belief in this fanaticism bas rapidly gained 
ground in this couniry in consequence of the 
necromancy of some American corjurors. I 
entered the house last evening as the clock 
struck S, and was shown into au upper room 
with folding doors dividing the bed-room from 
the sittiug-room. In this room were some 
foarteen or fifteen people of different sexes, 
Mr, Bastian, the proprietor of this entertain- 
ment, being a person of slight, but tall ap- 
pearance. I haa not been longin the pres- 


ence of this varied assembly before I noticed } 


tbatthe chief performer was not unaided. 
The first part of the scance consisted in what 
is usually called *‘the dark seance.’’ ‘This 
may be summed up as guitar and music-box 
playvitg in the center of the spirit circle and 
moving about. This circle is formed by the 
spectators joining hands while the medium 
sits inacbair in the center. The medium, 
Mr. Bastian, is supposed to clup his hands 
dutipg the plaving of these instruments, in 
order to persuade the audience that they 
are occupied, and that the instruments 
are moved about by a spirit hand. The 
explanation of this isthat the medium, in- 
stead of clapping bis hands, claps his left 
hand against his face, thus imitating the 
sound, «und does what he likes with the free 
one. Anelderly geatlemav, evidentiy of an 
impetuous nature,disturbed and rather inter- 
Tezed With ithe progress ofthe dark seance by 
demardiny a light. stating that he had caught 
ibe “spirit hand,’’ and duubtless he held tnat 
of Bastian, but before a match ecsuld be ob- 
tamed it had slipped away.

A Cincinnati Woman’s Devotion to 
Ceramics. 
from the Cincinnati Gazette. 


The Gazette has a pretty story to tell this 
moruipg which illustrates the earnestness 
with which one of the ladies of Cincinnati, at 
least, is carrying on her work in decorated 
pottery. The lady is one who distinguished 
herself long ago by her devotion to the arts 
and acecmplishments in them, and who ten 
days ago Wus made the subject of an enthu- 
siastic encomium in the Chicago Times. She 
is Mrs. M. L. Nichols, and the fact whieh 
ecalied out the Times’ eulogy was this, that it 
was sbe whosuggested to Mr. Thomas the 
idea of the May Musical Festivals which have 
brovgbt 10 Cincinnai so great a meed of 
credit and fame. 

Mrs. Nichcls has been one of the most en- 
tbusiastic and tireless workers in the latest 
tranch of decorative art pursued by Cincin- 
nati Jadies. Day after day fora year or more 
past she has been at the pottery of Mr. Dallas, 
on McMicken avenue, miles from her home in 
East Walnut Hill, and there she has worked 
in clay and colors as steadily and hard as any 
artisan in the establishment. Her wares have 
been much admired for the unique character 
of the decorative forms upon them, her fancy, 
supported by a prolific inventive faculty, pro- 
ducing works vastly different from her cola- 
borers, Whosubordinated originality in design 
to beauty in finish. In orderthat she might 
not Le hampered by delays, for she is a very 
rapid worker, she induced Mr. Dallas to build 
a kiln for her particular use, and so success- 
ful has she been both in producing and dis- 
posing of her ware, that she has accumulated 
quite a bardsome sum of money received 
from the sale of her vases. Of these Tiffany 
in New York has deena large purchaser, 
Some time ago Mrs. Nichols cunceived the idea 
of establishing a pottery of her own; one rea- 
son wasthe great distance from her home 
to the place where she has been 
working on MecMicsen avenue; anoth- 
er that she wished to exercise her.own taste 
intbe choice ef forms upon which to work. 
That a lady of Mrs. Nichols’ wealth culture 
and social standing should wish to embark in 
so singular a business venwre is remarkab'e. 
But those who are acquainted with the lady 
and her ambitions will not be sarprised when 
they reflect that, though she is not obliged to 
do the work for profit, she nevertheless does 
not do it for idle amusement; that she has 
artistic projects that require much experi- 
menting before they can be carried out suc- 
cessfully, and that under the new regime the 
facilities for these experiments will be great- 
ly increased. 

Thespirit which prompts it is akin tothat 
of old Palissy, though in the present instance 


there is no likelihood of the experimenter be- 


ing obliged to burn the furniture of the place 
for want of other fuel. The project was 
mooted at home, and met with support from 
Mr. Longworth, who proceeded to do his part 
toward carrying it out by purchasing a build- 
ing near the river bank in Fulton for the use 
of his daughter.

work some time next month. r. Cranch, 
who is more than a clever artist, will aid her 
in making designs, and will also conduct the 
business transactions of the firm. As weun- 
derstand it, the new pesery will notbe a 
dilettante concern, but a regular, out and 
out, practical, enterprising pottery, only con- 
taplled by one whois not dependent on its 
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returns for a living, and who can con- 


sequently work to her heart’s content in im- 
provirg the quality and style of domestic 
ceramics. 


A FEARFUL DUEL. 


Two Men Fight With Kerosene Lamps 
for Weapons. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

Somewhat brief mention was madein yes- 
terday’s Tribune ofa frightful duel between 
two men armed with kerosene lamps. One 
of the.centestants died at the County Hospital 
yesterday and the death of the other was ex- 
pected to follow before to-day. The case is 
almost unparalleled for frightful atrocity. 
Unfortunately, it is of such a nature, or, 
rather, the nature ofthe only witnesses is 
such, thatitis goingto take the Coroner, 
with all bis power for investigation, some lit- 
tle time to getat the complete facts. A re- 
porter, however, managed to eke out yester- 
dey some facts from, which a fair idea of the 
cause and progress of the terrible conflict may 
beframed. ‘The particular portion of the yard 
of the Union Iron and Stee! Milis used for 
losding cars is lighted, whea the men are 
wo) king nights, by some thirty or forty Kero- 
sene lamps. These areof double tin,and con- 
tain abouta pint of oil each. They are design- 
ed for hand use. ‘Ibe wick is set in a funnel, 
which siands about four inches above the top 
of the lamp,and it is very well known to those 
v bo bundie them that when they are upset or 
turred upside downthey either explode or 
the oil runs from them and catches fire. Wil- 
liam Doyle and Ti.omas Connell, tbe victims 
ofthe Sunday morning duel, are old em- 
ployes in the yard, and must have 
been perfectly well acquainted with 
these facts. Both men had. been 
quarreling all night about where their 


-lamps ehould be placed to throw the best 


light, and the workmen who heard these spats 
say it was bard to tell wbo was right and who 
was wreng. However, Connell was the first 
to hurl alamp at his opponent, and this he 
did withuut any other provocation than 
Doyle's angry words. Doyle retaiiated by 
hurling his lamp at his assuilant. ‘The burn- 
ing oil flew in ali directions, and the other 
workmen were obliged to run to prevent their 
duineeven taking fire. The fighting men 
clinched, and their lamps exploding in quick 
succession, deluged them both with burning 
oil and otherwise injuredthem. but it was 
only when their burning clothing was scorch- 
ing their bodies into a crisp that they ceased 
the combat. Their fellow workmen rushed 
to thcir assistance. and several were badly 
burned about the hands in their praiseworthy 
endeavor to save the lives cf the two men by 
tearing from them their burning 
clothing. Before this could be 
accomplished Doyle was terribly 
charied, and his screams of agony could 
be beard for blocks. Connell was not quite so 
badly burned, but his pain wus almost as ia- 
tense asthatof Dovle. both were attended 
as soon as possible by Dr. Greer, who said 
promptly that Dovie could not live,and he 
thought Connell’s condition precarious. 
Doyle was taken home to No. 388 Caurch 
place, where he nas a wife and two children, 
abd Connell was taken to his home at the cor- 
ner of Wood and Fourteenth streets, where 
be bas a wife and six children, but subse- 
quentiy both were taken to the mitrys hospi- 
tal. There Dovle died inthe most horrible 
agony yesterday forenoon. The Deputy Cor- 
oner, who was notified, went there to hoid the 
ir quest, but the hospital physician could ex- 
tend no hope for Connell’s recovery, and his 
condition was so lowthat it was decided to 
postpone the inquest until to-dav, when the 
chances are that the iaquest will be a doubie 
one. The jury was impaneled and the body 
of the dead man, which was almost entirely 
past recognition in places, was viewed by 
them.

Personal Peculiarities of Beaconsfield 
and Gladstone. 


London Letter to the Cardiff Times. 


uite a sensation was created in the House 
of Commons yesterday by the discovery, sud- 
denly made, that Lord Beaconsfield was once 
more in its midst. He arrived just before 5 
o’clock, quite unattended, even the faithful 
Lord Rowton intermitting his guardianship. 
The old man was in gala costume, the edge % 
a white waistcoat obewing above his closely 
fitting frock-coat, and bis hands gloved in 
daintiest lavender kid. He had a stick with 
him, nota stout, serviceable blackthorn, such 
as common personsare giad to poe Aa age 
selves with when they have passed the limit of 
three score years and ten, buta handsome 
cane of the fashionable ‘‘crutch’’’ order of 
architecture. In the famous picture of Diz- 
zy which D’Orsay drew, he is prominently 
displaying in jeweled hand a _ tasseled cane, 
is bedecked with rings and chains, anda 
wealth of hair falls over his white forehead. 
He has given up the tassel, has added a hook 
to bis cane, and has given away his rings and 
chains, but still he clings to his bountiful 
hair. 

There are many marvels and mysteries about 
Lord Beaconsfield, put surely not the least is 
this miraculous retention of the historfecurl. 
Mr. Gladstone, three years younger, is bald 
save for a few straggling conglomerations of 
siraight hair that thinly eover his crown. 
Lord Granville, many ) ears his junior, and but 
yesterday proclaimed father of a bouncing 
boy, bares a baid pate when he takes his place 
on the Ministerial bench. Yet Lord Beacons- 
field, old even among the long-lived mem- 
bers of the House of Lords, has not dimin- 
isbed his stock of hair by a single thread, but 
ratber on great cccasions, and gradually as 
the years advance his increases. This is the 
prime mystery of the phenomenon. Of 
course, more or less hair on the head is a 
matter not entirely dependent onage. Sir 
Chas. Dilke, the youngest of Her Majesty’s 

rincipal Ministers, is growing greviously 
yald. Mr. Edward Jenkios, whose rapid ad- 
vance toward the Premiership has been sud- 
denly cut short, is so aggressively bald that 
be wight, like the man in IIlinois, put on his 
bat with ashoehorn. But how are we to ac- 
count for tke unquestioned fact that Lord 
Beaconstield’s hair varies in quantity, being 
specially abundant. on those occasions when 
he prominently appears in public? He cer- 
tainly does not wearawig. Is there any art 
known to hair-dressers by which hair can in 
more er less bountiful quantity be attached to 
the human pate? 

Yesterday Lord Beaconsfield wore a good 
deal of hair, and in other ways looked pre- 
posterous. Shortly after he took his seat, 
Sir William Harcourt, espying him, went up 
tothe gallery, and for the space of twenty 
minutes the two cracked jokes together, hon- 
orable members on the floor of the House hay- 
ing aP uneasy, and, probably, a well-founded 
suspicion that some of them were the sub- 
jects of this high-placed meryment. Lord 
Beaconsfield, whilst be successfully resists 
the theory of falling bair, cannot contend 
against the fact of failing eye-sight. Mr. 
Gladstone bas of late taken to: pince-nez, 
which, sharing his own restlessness, have an 
inconvenient way of getting under his arm- 
pits or down bis back at the precise moment 
thev are wanted. Lord Beaconsfield will not 
admit human frailty to the extent of eye- 
glasses, much less of spectacles. He carries 
in his waistcoat pocket asmall magnifying 
glass, Which, when he isataloss to recog- 
nize persons or places ata distance, he fixes 
uncer his left eyelid ana undisguisedly 
stares. The eye-giass was much io requisition 
yesterday, and was brought to bear without 
attempt at cover of intention upon Various 
members, of whom Lord Beaconsfield had 
heard but bad not before seen. Whilst he 
was in this open manner scanning Mr. Brad- 
laugh, that gentleman happened to look up. 
Lord Bexscousfield was‘ia a portion of the gal- 
ery immediately over the head of the mem- 
ber for Northampton, and as the latter sat 
with bis hat on, the inspection could not have 
proved satisfying. Mr. Bradlaugh is not at 
abv time disposed to hide his light under a 
bushel. Oberving Lord Beaconsfield’s inten- 
tions, he tock off his hat. and then sat staring 
straight before him, with that peculiar fixed 
look a man has when he is sitting to be pho- 
tog: aphed. 
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A Lake With Fabulous Healing Quali- 
ties.

KENTUCKY HORSE BREEDING. 


The Effect of Blue Grass on Equine 
Thoroughbreds. 


"Lexington, (Ky.) Letter to N. ¥. Post. 


Kentucky is noted for three things—wo- 
men, ee and horses—blue grass women, 
blue grass whisky, blue grass horses. i 

Blue pee, as an adjective, isin the Ken- 
tucky dialect a synonym for the superlative 
de gree of excellence. The natives use it ia the 
same manner as the names of vintages of 
wine are employed in the south of France—as 
terms of affection and respect. Asa noun, 
blue grass is the popular name of a superior 
kind of pasture growth which attains in hen- 
tucky a peculiar degree of perfection, and 
w bose presence is the source of no small part 
of the State’s fame and wealth. Joa praten- 
ses is what the botanists callit. June grasa 
is the name it bears in New Eng- 
land. The sobriquet under which it appears 
in Kentucky owes its origin tothe blue hue 
which the grass assumes during its flowering 
time in the early summer. Its presence is 
an indivation of the richest land. The same 
soil, which, if left to itself, will bear the blue 
grass with the greatest success, will, if culti- 
vated, produce huge crops of tobacco and 
hemp, the most consuming of farm products, 
without any sensible diminution in strength. 
When uncleared, trees of black walnut, blue 
ash ard black locust cover it to bear testi- 
mony to its virtue. A dozen counties 
in Kentucky boast a § soil strong 
enough to produce the blue grass in a greater 
or less degree of perfection. The thousand 
and one requisites for its, absolutely perfect 
growth are found combined inonly three— 
Fayette, Woodford and Bourbon—which to- 
gether constitute the famous biue-grass 
region ofthe State. Favetteis the county 
which includes the ciiy of Lexington and Ash- 
land, the home of Henry Clay; Woodford, the 
one in which fs Woodbine. Alexander’s farm, 
the largest in the State; and Bourbon is the 
source of the finest of Kentucky’s exported 
cattle and the original producer of Khentucky’s 
corn whisky, whose nameit bears. These 
three are alike districts of exhaustiess fertili- 
ty, and alike possess a subsoil of biue lime- 
stone which constitutes a perpetual and na- 
tural fertilizer. 

Tre blue grass is cultivated asa food for 
stock. It perfectsthe good qualities of an 
animal and diminishes bis bad ecnes. Ken- 
tuckians assert that it makes horses co faster, 
cows give more milk and bear more flesh, 
sheep grow more quickly and. wear more 
wool, than any other fcod inthe world. Itis 
exclusively a pasture growth. It cannot be 
cured for hay. It stands in the field the year 
around, and the stock forthe same period 
feed upon it with the greatest reish. The 
fall of snow is seldom heavy enough in Ken- 
tucky to cause them.any inconvenience. It 
acts as a gentle seasoner, which the stock putf 
or scratca away, to find the 
grass moist and succulent on account 
of its having been there. Usually, 
ubless the winter is very severe, the stock ia 
kept turned out the year around in the blue- 
grass region. Sometimes the sheep have to 
be housed ina heavy storm, but sheepare 
not a very popular or common Product with 
the Kentucky farmers. Sheep can thrive ona 
land so much poorer that it seems a waste. of 
wealth to raise them. Before the war mules 
and hogs were the great staples of the State 
but the demand from the South, which used 
to be so large forthese in slave days, has 
grown too slim to allow the business of their 
breedingto be general. Durham and Alder- 
ney cattle and thoroughbred and trotting 
horses have in consequ@mce become the al- 
most exclusive productions of this great 
stock country. 

The comparative possibilities of these four 
branches of the business is an interesting sub- 
ject of discussion among Kentucky stockmen. 
Probably the man who raises afew of each 
and not too many of any is the wisest. Popu- 
lar opinion, however, varies on this subject. 
Some years ago there was a great ‘‘short- 
horn’? fever, when ped gga Bi money went 
into *‘shorthorn’’ cattle. The market was 
bulled tremendously until the prices for a 
single animal ran as high as twenty and even 
thirty thousand dollars. Then there was a 
grand crash, and the survivors retreated to 
the breeding of blood running horses, or, as 
they are technically called, thoroughbreds. 

For the last few years trotting horses have 
come into fashion as a source of profit, and 
Kentucky has surpassed herself with her suc- 
cess. She has been only a few years in the 
business, but her achievements are marvelous, 
Her impiovements have taken the line of in- 
ducing a national trotting tendency and an 
early maturity. It has yet to be discovered 
whether this means an early decay or not. 
The fastest two-year-old trotter in the world, 
So-So, isa Kentucky horse; also the fastest 
three-year-old, Jewett, the fastest four-vear- 
old, Trickett, the fastest five-year-old, Santa 
Claus, and Maud S., the fastest six-year-old, 
and with St. Julien the fastest trotter yet 
produced anywhere, was bred at Mr. Alex- 
ander’s place in Woodford county. 

Such a record as this su aces some pecu- 
liar virtues somewhere which may account 
for it. All these animals are ofthe old-fash- 
ioned Rysdyk’s Hambletonian pedigree,which 
has been common in eastern stables for two 
score years: and yet at the age when horses in 
the East are first jogged gently round the 
track that they may learao to submit to bit and 
reins, these Kentucky animals are making 
records way down in the twenties suck as 
were seldom made at all before the State en- 
tered the business. Maud S.and St. Julien 
will afford examples of whatI mean. Maud 
S.is by Harold, a fine, handsome young horse, 
but one who makes his first great achieyment 
As a sire in her. She was 
bought on faith, as all young trot- 
ting horses must be. In her five-year-old 
form she changes faith to pee y mak- 
ing a mile 1n2.171-2. St. Julien is 
Goldsmit}’s Volunteer. Volunteer is a Rys- 
dyk’s Hambletonian horse, standing in Orange 
county, N. Y.; of mature years, and confes- 
sedly tlreamost successful of living sires. St. 
Julicn was bought on faith, too,as well as 
Maud §., butit was not until his eleventh 
year that he made a ee yg by his famous 
effort at San Francisco. the case of the 
Kentucky horse the owner had five years of 
doubt; im the case of the eastern horse he had 
eleven. If you ask a Kentuckian to give you 
a solution of such a state of affairs, he will 
pull up a buneh of blue grass from the ground, 
and, holding it up with its delicate fibre root, 
willsay: ‘*There is the solution.” And you, 
knowing no better one, will perforce agree 
with him. 

There is another factor, however, in his 
success which his modesty does not permit 
bim to take into account and thatis his own 
skill asa breeder and seller. Kentucky air 
and grass will do a great deal for a horse. I 
have seen them make the lame horse run like 
a deer, and the barren mare become the dam 
of famous tretters, but they will not make the 
horse business a uniformly successful one in 
the hands of the inexperienced. Kentucky 
areonees are almost be . a enthusiasts. 
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epeed first of all,elgmt incidentally for styj, 
and size. Ifa then fails to make a tro. 
ter, a god price awaits him as a coach-horse 
or roadster. ;

A huge crystal, set iy 
twenty-seven brilliante of the first water, 
constitutes the scabbard button, by which the 
sword is attaehed to the beit, and underneath 
it, forming tbe outer face of the sheath-guard, 
is a medallion portrait in enamel of the King 
in full national] costume and mounted upona 
fiery charger. A special case in the Antiquity 
Depsrtment of the museum has been devote; 
to Sebieski’s sabre, which is likely to prove 
one of the chief attractions of the splendid 
co'lection ef historical weapons owned by the 
Hungarian nation. 


Death From Overwork.

It was a sayisg of Sir George Lewis that, 
although he had heard of many persons killed ‘ 
by idjeness, he had never met with a genuine 
case of death from overwork. It cannot be 
denied that illnesses attributed to excessive 
mental Jabor are often due to other causes 
of a less elevated kind—such as indizestion 
produced by want of exercise, or neglect of 
simple rules asto diet; but, on the other. 
hand, deaths from overwork are by no means 
unknown in the present day amongthose en. 
engaged in physical labor. 

A melancholy case of this description 
formed the subject of a recent Coroner’s in- 
quest at Sheffield. The deceased was 4 
striker at some steel works, “Striking” js 
an occupation that involves & great strain on 
the physical powers of those engaged in it, 
and may be described in ate | sense of the 
term as “hard labor.” It being necessary to 
get out an important order at the works, the 
men were told ome day last week that they 
must work all night. The deceased contin- 
ued to work accordingly through the night 
without cessation; nor did he cease from his 
labors until past noon on the following day, 
when he fell down and died suddenly, his 
death, according to the finding of the jury, 
being due to exhaustion caused by overwork, 


The Wild Woman of Montana.

Interestirg acc unts reach us of the wild 
woman upon tbe Missouri Valley. Deunis 
Sullivan, who was out with a party berrying 
last week, came suddenly upon her. He was 
within twenty steps of her and had a good 
look into her facv, which appeared lean and 
rather coarse-fea\ured.

THE Merchants’ Exchange is just now 
agitated over the question of grain grad- 
ing. The discussion is developing some 
acerbity, and if the statements of the gen- 
tlemen on both sides of the debate are to be 
taken, the St. Louis grain market has good 
reason to be in a quandary. .It is argued 
by one side that if the grade isnot lowered 
country holders will send their wheat to 
markets where their commodity wild take 
a higher route and command necessarily a 
higher price by one or two cents. The 
opposition say that if the grade is lowered 
St. Louis wheat, which now commands 
its own marketin Europe, willnot sell as 
well as it has heretofore done, and thata 
sudden lowering of nomenclature in the 
imspections would be something which our 
trans-atlantic cousins would take six 
months to understand. The dilemmaina 
nut-shell may be stated thus: If the grades 
are not lowered St. Louis will get no grain 
to sell; if they are dropped she will not be 
able to sell her grain. It really seems that 
the only rational mode of meeting the diffi- 
culty is to get up asystem of double grades, 
one for buying, the other for selling. No- 
body denies that the St. Louis No. 2 is 
better than the Chicago No. 2. It costs 
more to get, and it brings more when sold. 
The only question’ is whether it 
is not better to have our grading 
uniform with theirs. The grain men of St. 
Louis, however, may safely be trusted to 
settle the problem in the wisest way for 
themselves and for the city. The men 
who have built up a business so import- 
ant as this is know well how to take 
care of it now that it is built, 
and the keen reasoning of their debate 
is the very best proof that they have 
studied the situation carefully and know 
exactly what they are doing.

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BiG fires are beginning to crowd each 


other in St. Leuis.. The Yaeger Mills, the 
Filley foundry and the ice-houses and last 
night’s blaze make up a grand total of over 
a million of dollars’ worth of property 
utterly lost and destroyed. We are miss- 
ing great conflagrations like those of 
Chicago and Boston, but it is a very de- 
batable question as to whether we are much 
better off. In the long run it amounts to 
about the same thing whether we have 
one thirty-million-dollar fire or _ six- 
ty half-million blazes. Last night 
there was the usual amount of 
broken hose, and the general delay thereby 
entailed was represented by many more 
thousand dollars’ worth of property float- 
ing upward in smoke-wreaths than would 
have been gasified had the hose all been 
trustworthy. Economy begins at the 
wrong end when it makes gld_ hose do the 
work of new, and the money saved in tub- 
ing is lost a hundred times over when fires 
are not extinguished as soon as they might 
be. In all the great fires that we have 
had for the last six months one 
engine and its complement of men 
might have been left at home and no 
harm done had the others been provided 
with better hose. Between deficient water 
supply, bad hose and the inevitable casual- 
ty list we will sooner or later have a fire in 
this city which will be a credit tous and 
make St. Louis a nine days’ theme for the 
whole civilized world.

Full Losses and {Insurance—Scenes and 
Incidents of the Blaze. 


The fire last night in the warehouses of the 
Scarritt Furniture Co. deserves to rank equal 
to the destructive conflagrations of the past 
few weeks. The alarm was sounded from 
nox No. 31, corner of Fourth and Washing- 
ton avenue, at 7:12 p. m.,’and within a few 
minutes the Fire Department was 
on band. The flames were then raging in the

nolds, Delebanty and Hengler, abused, dis- 
torted and prostituted by ‘funny fallers’ and 
high kickers. Fortv years ago I was a ‘nigger 
singer,’ as you~ cali them. The public 
knew us as Southern serenaders. Christy, 
the original, was my friend, and I 
was his property boy. Old Eph Horn I knew 
and loved like a father. Buckley, whose New 
Orleans Serengders held ‘heir own for thirty 
years, often said to me, ‘Bill, I wouldn’t be 
without you.’ In those days we traveled in 
the North and reflected the uncouth ways, 
rude pastimes and imitated the melodies of 
the slave. We tried to be true to nature, and 
I guess we were, if, indeed, we did not im- 
prove upon it. We wore high collars and 
check sbirts and dressed like field bands. We 
played the bones, tambourine, sheila and 
clevis asdidthe Southern darkey. Every 
troupe did not- havea banjo player. You 
ought to havé seen the banjo ofthat day. It 


bears about the same relation to the elegant | 


instrument of to-day that the stage coach of 
then does to the Pullman car of 
this era. We did not sing from the 
operas. “The night is coming on,’’ ‘‘Jim 
Crow,’’ or **Who dat knocking” were good 
enough. The entertainments were moral, and 
it would have been fatal to the success of a 
troupe to have imitatea the religious devo- 
tions of the blacks. We tried to show what 
the Virginia essence was, and that wonderful 
combinatton of shuffles and pigeon wings, 
called a barn-door jig, just as we had seen it, 
for we wereall young fellows who belonged 
inthe South. Along in the fifties changes be- 
gan to creep into the business. The name of 
‘Minstrels’ took the place of ‘Serenaders.’ 
Musical instruments crowded out the shells 
and clevis. Ballads like ‘Seeing Nellie 
Home’ or ‘Nellie Grey? were sung by per- 
formers who laid off the darb of field hands to 
assume that of barbers and house servants. 
*In 1854, Buckley brought outthe modern 
first part, being a semi-circle of sable-claa 
erformers, ali attired in full evening dress. 
*lantation sketches, essences, break-downs 
and walk-arounds still beld their own, but 
gave room slowly to what the profession calls 
NEAT BUSINESS. 
‘Minstrels’ came to study their business and 
make an artofit. About the year 1867 mod- 
ern minstrelsy was inits prime. Every first- 
class city had its permanent minstrel show. 
New York had Dan Brvant; Cincinnati had 
W. W. Newcomb; St.Louis had Fred Wilson, 
who got into the management of a 
burnt cork show the business experience 
of thirty years and applied the benetits of an 
intelligence sharpened by ovservation of peo- 
le and things in every quarter of the globe; 
silly Emerson was in the full tide of success 
as a song and dance man, the original he was, 
dressed in the costume of a Kentucky jockey; 
poor old Billy Manninz, whom thousands of 
people will remember as having put sunshine 
into their lives, whose last utterance on earth 
was a joke; Jobnny Allen, whose talent drew 
people to every hail in which he was playing 
then; Mike Kawuane, the greatest of clog 
dancers; Add Ryman,rest bis soul,the funniest 
of stump speakers; Bob Hart and Ben Cotton, 
who cenvulsed the continent with tbeir 
rendition of ‘Shoo Fiy;’ fat John 
Hart, who is still on the _ boards; 
Cool Burgess, Who was at that time poor and 
willing to work up bis acts, and not exhibit 
himself as he does; old Sam Gardner, wao 
sang ‘Good Old Frienus’ as its author 
never dreamed it could have been rendered; 
Bob Tyrrell, who graduated from Skiff & 
Gaylord’s Minstrels to the Richings Ber- 
nard English Opera and went over to Eurspe 
to return as Signor something or other in the 
Italian opera; a Backus, with his funny 
makeups; Frank Pell, the most amusing of 
end men, who died in tne Bridewell at Caica- 
vo: Andy McKee and Steve Rogers, who took 
‘Rebecca Jane’ over to Eogland aud madea 
barre! of money. which they spent before Steve 
died of small-pox and Andy became lost in 
New York: Delehanty and Hengler, who 
rivaled Emerson in grace and voice; 
Jobnny Thompson, who challenged Emerson 
to do a song and dance forthe caampionship 
and $1,000; Morrissey and Emerson, who 
were as good as uny; Nelse Seymour, Biily 
Sweatnam and five hundred more waose 
names I might recal!.”’

What the *‘Sons of the Sanny Clime’’

There is considerable indignation ex- 
pressed in Italian circles at a shameless at- 
tack made on them as aclass, by the Globe- 
Democrat of Sunday, which is not wholly al- 
layed by the reluctant publication of a cara 
from Mr. Pittaluga inthis morning’s issue of 
the sheet which has indulged in such whole- 


sale defamation. The article in question 
described the Italians of §t. Louis as resi- 
dents only of the purlieus, 
characterized by  clannishness and a 
lack of interest in American affairs, and only 
as a race of rag-pickers, fruit ped- 
lars and junk shop’ dealers. A 
this morning 


held a conversation with Mr. A. P. Ghio, the 
well-known wholesale liquor dealer at Eighth 
and Pine streets. The gentleman 
was very busy but found time to express him- 
selfinthe most positive manner upon the 
subject: ‘‘l have been a resident of this city 
since 1859, and Iam prepared to contradict 
every statement made in that article. It says 
that the Italians pumber 1.500. We number 
8,500, and perhaps more. Tne article refers 
to Italians living onthe levee and in alleys. 
Why dothey take only the low ana poor 
class and set them up as tha race? 
Why not tell the truth, andsay that Italians 
in St. Louis pay as much taxes as any other 
nationality? Why say they are fruit-ped- 
dlers, rag-pickers -and junk shop keepers, 
when we are represented in every branch of 
commerce and the professions? Why pub- 
lish the sweeping lie that all Italians are iazy, 
when they turn out as many laborers ~ as any 
other nationality, the Irish alone excepted? 
Why not say thatin St. Louis there are [tal- 
ian artists, frescoers, contractors, 
architects, stone-masons, lawyers, doc- 
tors, mechanics of all kinds, whole- 
sale merchants, professors of music, 
grocers and whatnot? Perhaps the reporter 
never heard of J. B. Ghio, who retired from 
the wholesale liquor Dusiness worth a million 
dollars, and whose mammoth business 1s now 
being carried on by his son ana nephew, C. 
A. & i. Ghio & Co. being the name of 
the firm. Then there is Angelo Cafferata, the 
first man to open the wholesale fruit business 
in St. Louis, Miragoli, the great fresco artist, 
Montini, one of the most successful contract- 
ors in the city, Pittaluga, wbo has made a for- 
tune and retired, Ginocchio, the wholesale 
fruit dealer, Piron1, who keeps a magniticent 
grocerv at Twenty-second street and Clark 
avenue, Scalyo, the wholesale fruit deaier, 
Giglioniand Russi, D. Signiago and fifty more 
of equal prominence. The charge is also made 
that Italians are clannish. 
THIS IS NOT SO. 
An Italian unable to speak the English tongue 
naturally associates with his own kind until 
the barrier is removed, and then they mix 
freely with the world. As to politics, the 
lialians take a keeninterest in the affairs of 
the Government, and an Italian 
political club is being organized 
inthis city at the present time. Another 
thing 1 want to emphatically deny, and that 
is the statement that in St. Louis padroni ex- 
ist who live off of the labor of the street 
musicians of tender years. In New York 
there were cases of that kind, but the prac- 
tice bas been broken up, and the actual re- 
lutio.s between the parties have been much 
exaggerated. he Italians of St. Louis are or- 
vanized into two benevolent societies, the 
Socie:a de Unione e Fratelianza Italiana be- 
iny the largest, and there is also a flourishing 
literary society orreading club. I only want 
tu sev in conclusion that the Italian is a law- 
alidirg, tax-pavying, useful and valuable citi- 
zen. and the bolding up of a small number of 
them as the type of the race is an injustice to 
some of St. Louis’ most honored residents.’’ 
MR. SHEPHERD, 

an American, of the firm of Shepherd & Gi- 
nocchio, wholesale fruit dealers, on Fourth 
street, opposite the Court-hcuse, was called 
upon. He emphatically disclaimed the slurs 
which bad been thrown upon the “sons of 
sunby Italy.’’ Mr. Shephera asserted that, 
so far from the Italians purchasing ro:ten and 
decayed fruit, they were aim ost tne 
only dealeis in town who pur- 
chased the very best s .ri. The 
Italians willingly paid the highest prices for 
fine fruit. ‘hey were the only purchasers of 
fine California fruit. The grocers here don’t 
keep it and the Italians are the only retailers 
of it. Another instance: ‘Take for example a 
box of lemons. The grocers order. usually7, 
a box that costs $4, but an Italian buys the 
very vest—the $6 boxes. Why, the Italians 
spend half the night at Lucas market waiting 
for the incomfng wagons, Which they pounce 
upon und secure the finest, 
paying the highest prices. The Italians are 
also. prompt in payment and are an easy class 
to deal with. Astothbeir ciannishness, they 
are pot more clannish than other nationali- 
ties.’’
